Hinehey Scores State Operation

ment has seen that efficiencies 
can often lie realized through

overlapping 
programs 
and 
duplication

effort. The critical factor is that 
administrators 
a n d 
other 
decision makers must take a 
problem solving approach to the 
difficult situations they face. In 
part, it has been the failure of 
high level government officials 
to act in this way that has 
caused the state, with a budget 
that approaches $8 billion, to 
face a 1972 73 deficit of nearly 
$1.5 billion. 
"There are at least two other 
factors which have brought us 
to our present fiscal dilemma. 
For the last two years we have
